Mr. Daniells in a letter to T. 
H. 
Cutler, Chief Engineer of the 
State 
H ighw ay Department, 
attacks 
the 
problem from an entirely new’ angle. 
The letter dated A ugust 16, outlines 
a plan calling for thousands of yards 
of gravel to be hauled by farm ers in 
hill sections of the Division to 
per­ 
m anent stock piles along the right- 
of-w’ay of State maintained 
gravel 
roads. 
Each year, commented Mr. 
Dan­ 
iells about this play, the Department 
utilizes about one inch 
of 
surface 
gravel in m aintaining 
such 
roads. 
Stockpiles thrown up at this 
time 
would give employment to a 
large 
number of men, provided authority is 
granted by the main office and necei-j 
sary 
funds 
are 
advanced. 
Gravel' 
would be provided for maintainance j 
W’ork for several years. 


W ashington, August 15.— Out 
of 
the President’s conference of States 
on the drouth situation, Missouri ap­ 
pears to have emerged with the lion’s 
share of practical relief. 
Gov. Caulfield’s suggestion 
that 
federal road aid be made available 
Septem ber 1 to provide employment 
in the stricken areas brought favor­ 
able action 
late 
today. 
Secretary 
Hyde announced that the date of a l­ 
locating government funds to match 
State road money in the 
drouth dis­ 
tricts would be advanced to that date 
from January 1, 1931. 
This means that Missouri will have 
available next month approxim ately 
four million dollars of federal 
aid 
m oney with which it 
can 
proceed 
with its road construction 
program. 
O therwise it would have been neces­ 
sary to wait probably 
until 
next 
spring before letting any more con­ 
tracts. 
Before leaving Jefferson City 
Governor Caulfield was advised 
by 
the State highway com m ission 
that 
the contracts to be let August 
22 
would exhaust the S tate’s supply of 
federal aid for 
the 
present 
fiscal 
year. 
It was for this reason that the gov­ 
ernor put forward his plan at 
the 


conference yesterday to step up the 
allotm ent four months. 
He was the 
only 
governor 
of the eleven pres­ 
ent to suggest this means of m eeting 
the fall unemployment problem and 
one of the few’ executives w'hose su g­ 
gestions brought immediate results. 
Quick to realize the importance of 
this method of m eeting one of 
the 
drouth’s greatest problems, 
Secre­ 
tary Hyde, under whose direction the 
entire 125 million dollars of federal 
road aid appropriated for this year 
is expended, ordered the change 
in 
date, after obtaining the approval of 
President Hoover. 
When informed of the action, Gov­ 
ernor Caulfield expressed 
satisfac­ 
tion, and added: 
“That w ill allow us to go 
ahead 
with our road building program w ith­ 
out a stop. 
The State has sufficient 
funds to match all the 
federal 
aid 
available, and the effect will be 
not 
only’ to speed up 
our 
construction 
program, but to alleviate distress in 
many of the rural sections hit hard­ 
est by the drouth”. 
W hile the governor was unable to 
say how much would be spent 
this 
fall, or where, he indicated the work 
would be ordered carried out in those 
sections suffering 
m ost 
from 
the 
present depression, so far as practi­ 
cable. 
He pointed out that the con­ 
tracts to be let August 22 will 
con­ 
tain provisions that the work must 
be done by local labor, thus insuring 
to the State the entire benefit of the 
em ployment involved. 
“It will give wmrk to farm ers and 
their team s”, he explained, “in those 
counties where crops have been dev­ 
astated and jobs are few ”. 
As to the amount of State 
funds 
required to match the federal allot­ 
ment of four million 
dollars, 
that 
will depend on how and where 
the 
roads are built. The law under which 
the federal funds are made available 
to States enntains many com plex pro­ 
visions rejrardir.g their use. 
It spec­ 
ifies particularly that they shall 
be 
spent only on highw ays form ing 
a 
part of the national system . 
Considering that Missouri in 
re­ 
cent months has 
been 
putting up 
about $2 for every $1 
furnished 
by 
the government in road construction 
it is reasonable to assum e the total 
amount available for immediate e x ­ 
penditure after September 1 w ill be 
som ething like 12 million dollars. 
In view of the approaching w intei 
season, it is pointed 
out that 
the 
work this fall 
will 
be restricted 
largely to 
grading 
and preparing 
roadbeds for later 
surfacing. 
This 
necessarily will involve the em ploy­ 
ment of farm team s, as well as m an­ 
ual labor.— Kansas City Times.

An old saying, “the poor we 
al­ 


w ays have with us” , is true. No m a t­ 


te r how prosperous a com m unity m ay 
be, there are those u nfortunates who 
seem to have failed to accum ulate for 
a “ rain y ” day. 
It is no disgrace, nor 
is it to the discredit of any person 
th a t he is poor, except in occasional 
eases. 
P ure foolhardiness is a ttr ib ­ 
u tab le to some; 
reverses 
in 
many 
cases com ing from different 
causes 
are others, but generally, no m atter 
how hard some m ay strive, they ca n ­ 
not g et ahead. 
H ere in the Mississippi Valley; 
in 
the Ohio Valley, and in m any other 
sections of the 
U nited 
States, 
the 
drouth has not only cut the crops, 
b u t absolutely 
destroyed 
them 
in 
m any instances. 
No com m unity but 
has sufficient pride, no m atter 
how 
poor it is in crop 
production, 
but 
w h at there 
enters 
an 
elem ent of 
boasting. 
Much of it is false pride, 
but it will prevail no m atter the con­ 
sequences. 
We are not fam iliar with 
real conditions throughout the 
en­ 
tire territo ry mentioned, nor is an y ­ 
one else at this time, we believe. But 
it can be stated in all truthfulness 
th a t the corn crop will not average 5 
per cent of normal, or of a five or ten 
year average in this county. There 
will not be sufficient am ount to feed 
stock not to give thought to a s u r­ 
plus for sale, which has prevailed in 
the past. 
It goes against the grain, perhaps, 
to chronicle true conditions, but 
it 
would be crim inal to m isrepresent in 
face of the fact th a t to hundreds of 
thousands of farm ers practically all 
is lost. 
W hat is worse, these 
hu n ­ 
dreds of thousands are faced 
with 
the loss of their stock for 
w ant 
of 
feed, if not through foreclosure 
for 
loans obtained to make this 
y e a r’s 
crops. 
In cases of foreclosure, 
im­ 
plem ents will go too. 
J u st w hat may 
be expected no one can now foretell. 
The condition is critical not only for 
th e farm ers but 
for 
his 
creditors. 
T h a t m eans the m erchants and some 
banks in m an y 
instances, 
but 
not 
m any of them of course. 
W e do not relish painting this pic­ 
tu re of despair. 
We would urge ev­ 
erybody to not throw up the sponge. 
M ake every attem p t to expend as lit­ 
tle as possible and th at m eans self- 
denial. 
It never w as bad to practice 
self-denial. 
There is more reason for 
this now than th ere ever has 
been 
during the past fifty years, to 
our 
knowledge. 
It 
is useless to 
make 
m ention of the m any ways of sav­ 
ing, enum erating the automobile or 
anything else. 
If one will not

UNEMPLOYED FARMERS IN DIVISION 10 


Following the announcement 
last 
week of proposals 
to 
“speed 
up” 
highway construction programs 
to 
alleviate unemployment incident 
to 
the drouth, P. H. Daniells, Highway 
Division 10 engineer, announced ten­ 
tative plans to apply in this division. 
To gear up the more or less intri­ 
cate system of highway construction 
would require approximately ninety 
days it has been estimated by agen­ 
cies other than this Division office, 
and even then 
it 
is 
problematical 
whether or not local or district 
un­ 
employed would be benefitted much. 
Mr. Daniells in a letter to T. 
H. 
Cutler, Chief Engineer of the 
State 
Highway Department, 
attacks 
the 
problem from an entirely new angle. 
The letter dated August 16, outlines 
a plan calling for thousands of yards 
of gravel to be hauled by farm ers in 
hill sections of the Division to 
per- 
manent stock piles along the right- 
of-way of State maintained 
gravel 
roads. 
Each year, commented Mr. 
Dan­ 
iells about this play, the Department 
utilises about one inch 
of 
surface 
gravel in maintaining 
such 
roads. 
Stockpiles thrown up at this 
time 
would give employment to a 
large 
number of men, provided authority is 
granted by the main office and neces­ 
sary 
funds 
are 
advanced. 
Gravel 
would be provided for maintainance 
work for several years. 


Washington, August 16.—Out 
of 
the President’s conference of States 
on the drouth situation, Missouri ap­ 
pears to have emerged with the lion’s 
share of practical relief. 
Gov. Caulfield’s suggestion 
that 
federal road aid be made available 
September 1 to provide employment 
~in the stricken areas brought favor­ 
able action 
late 
today. 
Secretary 
Hyde announced that the date of al­ 
locating government funds to match 
State road money in the drouth dis­ 
tricts would be advanced to that date 
from January 1, 1931. 
This means that Missouri will have 
available next month approximately 
four million dollars of federal 
aid 
money with which it 
can 
proceed 
with its road construction 
program. 
Otherwise it would have been neces­ 
sary to wait probably 
until 
next 
spring before letting any more con­ 
tracts. 
Before leaving Jefferson City 
Governor Caulfield was advised 
by 
the State highway commission 
that 
the contracts to be let August 
22 
would exhaust the State’s supply of 
federal aid for 
the 
present 
fiscal 
year. 
It was for this reason that the gov­ 
ernor put forward his plan at 
the 


conference yesterday to 'step up the 
allotment four months. 
He was the 
only 
governor 
of the eleven pres­ 
ent to suggest this means of meeting 
the fall unemployment problem and 
one of the few executives whose sug­ 
gestions brought immediate results. 
Quick to realize the importance of 
this method of meeting one of 
the 
drouth’s greatest problems, 
Secre­ 
tary Hyde, under whose direction the 
entire 125 million dollars of federal 
road aid appropriated for this year 
is expended, ordered the change 
in 
date, after obtaining the approval of 
President Hoover. 
When informed of the action, Gov­ 
ernor Caulfield expressed 
satisfac­ 
tion, and added: 
“That will allow us to go 
ahead 
with our road building program with­ 
out a stop. 
The State has sufficient 
funds to match all the 
federal 
aid 
available, and the effect will be 
not 
only to speed up 
our 
construction 
program, but to alleviate distress in 
many of the rural sections hit hard­ 
est by the drouth’’. 
While the governor was unable to 
say how much would be spent 
this 
fall, or where, he indicated the work 
would be ordered carried out in those 
sections suffering 
most 
from 
the 
present depression, so far as practi­ 
cable. 
He pointed out that the con­ 
tracts to be let August 22 will 
con­ 
tain provisions that the work must 
be done by local labor, thus insuring 
to the State the entire benefit of the 
employment involved. 
“It will give work to farm ers and 
their teams’’, he explained, “in those 
counties where crops have been dev 
astated and jobs are few” . 
As to the amount of State 
funds 
required to match the federal allot­ 
ment of four million 
dollars, 
that 
will depend on how and where 
the 
roads are built. The law under which 
the federal funds are made 
to State« m ntains many complex' 
visions regarding their use. 
It spec 
ifies particularly that they shall 
be 
spent only on highways forming 
part of the national system. 
Considering that Missouri in 
re­ 
cent months has 
been 
putting up 
about $2 for every $1 
furnished 
by 
the government in road construction 
it is reasonable to assume the total 
amount available for immediate ex 
penditure after September 1 will be 
something like 12 million dollars.

the Commission to advance the road 
building program as rapidly as con­ 
ditions permit. 
In this 
connection, 
we should like to State that one 
of 
the most frequent causes 
of 
delay 
when building is delayed, is the 
in­ 
ability to procure rights-of-way; in 
fact, the Commission finds 
that 
at 
the present time plans have been pre­ 
pared for approximately 
$2,000,000 
worth of work whcih has been 
held 
up for some time because rights-of- 
way could not be obtained. 
In addition to this, the Commiss­ 
ion now has before it the 
construc­ 
tion of the farm-to-market system, 
and it has available for this work not 
yet under contract about $2,600,000. 
The Commission is very anxious that 
this work be put under contract this 
year, but we find that trouble is be­ 
ing experienced in securing rights- 
of-way. 
If the counties and other interested 
political subdivisions will assist 
us 
in securing these necessary 
rights- 
of-way so that contracts may be let 
before the end of this 
construction 
season, a large part of this work can 
be completed before winter. We feel 
that the people of the State

be interested in such a program since 
practically 50 per cent of the amount 
expended will go to pay labor.

An old saying, “the poor we 
al­ 
ways have with us”, is true. No m at­ 
ter how prosperous a community may 
be, there are those unfortunates who 
seem to have failed to accumulate for 
a “rainy” day. It is no disgrace, nor 
is it to the discredit of any person 
that he is poor, except in occasional 
cases. 
Pure foolhardiness is attrib ­ 
utable to some; 
reverses 
in 
many 
cases coming from different 
causes 
are others, but generally, no m atter 
how hard some may strive, they can­ 
not get ahead. 
Here in the Mississippi Valley; 
in 
the Ohio Valley, and in many other 
sections of the 
United 
States, 
the 
drouth has not only cut the crops, 
but absolutely 
destroyed 
them 
in 
many instances. 
No community but 
has sufficient pride, no m atter 
how 
poor it is in crop 
production, 
but 
what there 
enters 
an 
element of 
boasting. 
Much of it is false pride, 
but it will prevail no m atter the con­ 
sequences. 
We are not familiar with 
real conditions throughout the 
en­ 
tire territory mentioned, nor is any­ 
one else a t this time, we believe. But 
it can be stated in all truthfulness 
that the corn crop wfill not average 5 
per cent of normal, or of a five or ten 
year average in this county. There 
will not be sufficient amount to feed 
stock not to give thought to a sur­ 
plus for sale, which has prevailed in 
the past. 
It goes against the grain, perhaps, 
to chronicle true conditions, but 
it 
would be criminal to misrepresent in 
face of the fact that to hundreds of 
thousands of farmers practically all 
is lost. 
W hat is worse, these 
hun 
dreds of thousands are faced 
with 
the loss of their stock for want 
of 
feed, if not through foreclosure 
for 
loans obtained to make this 
year's 
crops. 
In cases of foreclosure, 
im­ 
plements will go too. Just what may 
be expected no one can now foretell. 
The condition is critical not only for 
the farm ers but 
for 
his 
creditors 
That means the merchants and some 
banks in m any 
instances, 
but 
not 
many of them of course. 
We do not relish painting this pic­ 
ture of despair. 
We would urge ev­ 
erybody to not throw up the sponge. 
Make every attem pt to expend as lit 
tie as possible and that means self- 
denial. 
It never was bad to practice 
self-denial. There is more reason for 
this now than there ever has 
been 
during the past fifty years, to 
our 
knowledge. 
It 
is useless to 
make 
mention of the many ways of sav­ 
ing, enumerating the automobile or 
anything else. 
If one will not deny 
themselves what 
may 
be 
properly 
termed luxuries, then 
this 
preach­ 
ment is falling on deaf ears 
To give up; to throw up the sponge 
destroys morale and personal fibre 
That would be more depressing 
to 
any community. 
A stiff upper 
lip 
which does not include false 
pride 
will work more benefits. 
Want of feed for animals is not as 
depressing and discouraging as wilt 
be the shortage of food and fuel for 
the poor. 
Both will 
be 
necessary 
this winteT, and before winter arriv 
es, and after it 
has 
gone. 
Unles 
succor is extended, 
privations 
and 
suffering will be great. There is 
no 
approximation at hand, but there will 
be millions of people who will need 
aid.

Washington to formulate 
plans to 
render aid to stricken 
communities. 
It is hoped that pride will in no way 
minimize the 
help 
required. 
The 
President will likely handle this thru 
the Red Cross society as 
it did 
in 
1927, following the flood. 
The scope, 
however, this 
year 
is 
larger than 
then, and worse. 
No assitance 
may 
be 
expected 
from the counties, towns or cities, as 
each of them 
have 
their 
financial 
troubles. The national 
government, 
and possibly the States, would be the 
>roper 
organizations 
to 
function 
throughout the drouth areas. 
We do not relish this singing 
of 
the swan song, but it would be crim­ 
inal to pretend that crops are better 
than they really are, 
or 
conditions 
not really as bad as we know them to 
be 
as 
many 
reports have stated. 
There is too much at stake—human 
life—to 
make 
any 
misstatements 
through pride. 
It is too late to offer 
any criticisms for the drouth 
has 
brought disaster to the agricultural 
sections of the country at lai*ge, and 
no m atter what w ater has passed ov­ 
er the wheel, bygones are 
bygones 
and the future must be realized with 
these facts fully staring the federal 
government in the face. 
If there ever was a time for prac­ 
ticing economy it is now. And this 
applies to the individual and 
firm 
and political 
subdivisions 
such 
as 
towns, cities, counties 
and 
school 
districts. 
Insofar 
as 
Mississippi 
County is concerned there has been 
need for such and we know the coun­

A dump for waste will usually
